From our years of experience 
with capital and labor we can see nog rea- 
son why there should not be in this case an 
amicable arrangement on the basis of justice ali 
round, aud, to further that end, we bave no 
hesitation in proposing that the companies 
should appoint a committee to confer with a 
similar committee of the miners. Let us 
have peace, justice, and business—pure 
and simple. We have not consulted 
with the miners of Maryland as to this sugges- 
tion, but, Judging of the situation from this dis- 
tance, and after carefully following the details 
of the lockout, we can come to no other con- 
clusion than thatan accommodation is within 
the possibilities.

STABBED TO DEATH, 


A Swede Girlin Burlington, Ia., Stabbed 
to Death er Afflamced Lover Ar- 
rested tor the Murder.

BuRLINGTON, Ia., June 14.~—Emily Forsell, a 
young Swedet woman, 21 years old, employed 
asa servant in the family of Simon Hene, of 
this city, was stabbed shortly before midnight 
last night, and died from the effects an hour and 

a half later. The girl had only arrived in this 

country some three months siace, and came to 

this city three weeks ago from Mt. Pieasant. 

She had been at work for Mrs. Hene about two 

weeks. Last night she left the house where she 

was employed to visit some persons whose 
acquaintance she had made between 
the time of her arrival in the 
city and ber entering the service of Mrs. Hene. 

Some time after 11 0’clock Mrs. Hene, who had 

retired to her room, was startied by the screams 

ofawoman in the street, and looked out ofa 
window, when she saw a woman stagger into the 
yard ofa neighbor and sink down at the door. 

People at once gathered about the fallen woman, 

Mrs. Hene among them, who recognized the 

prostrate form as that of her servant-girl. On 

being taken into the house three kunife-wounds 
were found in her breast. On bemg 
asked who stabbed der she said she 
would tell all about it this morning; but that 
then she was in too much pain. Sne soon be- 

came unconscious and died about an hour and a 

half after receiving her wounds, despite the ef- 

forts of medical skill. The police at once set 

about unraveling the mystery, and soon found a 

clew that threw suspicion on a Swede named 

John Wallin, and he was arrested this morning. 

On his person were founda knife, the biade of 

of which corresponds with the wounds 

in the woman's breast, and also a ring 
which Mrs. Hene's little girl ye bs 

Emily wore yesterday morning. At the 

inquest today it was developed that Woilin bad 

at his boarding-house a few days ago made 
threats to kiil some one, thought by the person 
who heard them to be against some woman. 

Last night he put on his best clothes and left his 

boarding-house after 10 o'clock, and did not re- 

turn till this morning, when he came in and 
changed his clotbes and washed, and, his land- 
lady says, he carefully wiped the blade and 
handle of his kuife, —— after which he was 
arrested. The prisoner is a Swede, unabie to speak 

English, and consequently little can be learned 

from him except through an interpreter, and by 

this means the following statements were ob- 

tained from him this afternoon: He is 31 

years of age, born in Sweden, where he re- 

sided till afew months ago. He and the mur- 
dered woman lived in the same locality In the 
old country, and were engaged to be married. 

Last January they decided to come to America, 

and there marry and settic down. They went to 

Mount Pleasant, where they lived for a time as 

man and wife. They next rented a small 

farm near Mount Pleasant and fived 
on it for a short time. and. then 
they separated*by mutual consent, with the un- 
derstanding that they would earn all the money 
they could durmg. the summer and get married 
in the fall. He went to Middletown and went to 
work on the railroad, and Emily came to Bur- 
lington ant put up ata boarding-house, where 
she formed the acquaintance of a barkeeper of 
whom Wollin became jealous. Two, weeks ago 

Wallin came down to Burlington’and visited 

her, and this be says is the last time he saw 

her. The next day she went to work for 

Mrs. Hene. Wollin after that went to Middie- 

town and Mount Pleasant, and returned here last 

Tuesday. He accounts for his absence from bis 

boarding-house by saying be went out fora 

waik, and returning rather late found the house 
locked up. One of the wounds in the murdered 
woman's breast extended to the heart. The 

Coroner's jury found that the woman came to 

her death by a stab from a knife in the hands of 

some person unknown. Wollin is in jail.

There is one thing that is manifest to 
the most casual observer, and applies, not only 
to North Carolina and Virginia, but some few 
other Southern States, and this is, that the young 
meu who have grown up since the war are rap- 
idly appreciating the fact that they must become 
more rogressive in politics if they want 
office. It is this class particularly that 
the liberal movement, itis hoped, will attract. 
The ablest and shrewdest leaders in North Caro- 
lina are not over sanguine about the induce- 
ments beid out to that element. There is no 
far-reaching nor popular issue in this struggle. 
The one relied u by the new movement fs 
the upsetting of the present organization of 
county governments, by which, as the Mepub- 
licans allege with an earnestness that alinost 
leads an outsider to accept it, the Democrats, 
by this system, have successfully managed 
to count them out in every contest. 
That issue will be popular in 
western parts of the State, but is 
not regarded by some party managers being one 
that can be depended upon for success without 
misgivings. he ticket nominated by the coa- 
lition is regarded as a good one. O. H. Dockery, 
the nominee for Congressman at large, is popu- 
iar, an excellent stumper, and will attract 
votes. G. N. Folk, Liberal Democrat, their 
chotee, for Supreme Judge, is a man of good 
record; and bas some toliowing. The eight 
Superior or Circuit Court Judges nominated 
were equally divided between the members of 
the two parties. The four Democrats are good 
men, but are not believed to be able te com- 
mond a great dealof strength. Ex-Uongressman 
Russell, of Wilmington, one of the ablest menu 
in the Republican party, expresses the opinion 
that one result of this liberal movement will be 
to obliterate toa considerable extent the color 
line in the approaching canvass.

FORM LAW.

New York, June 15.—A meeting was held in 
this city yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
considering a uniform law of affreightment for 
all countries. The adoption of a code of laws 
applicabie to all nations, and providing fora 
common form of bill of lading, was projected by 
the asssociation for the reform and codification 
of the laws of nations, and Judge Peabody, one 
of the Vice-Presidents of the association, was 
designated to form local committees in America 
to promote the project. Among those present 
were representatives of the principal commer- 
cial firms of New York. Judge Peabody was 
elected President and A. B. Sprague Secretary. 
On motion of David Dudley Field, a committee 
of seventeen was appointed to frame 
A BODY OF RULES APPLYING TO AF- 

FREIGHTIMENT 

to be submitted to the International Confer- 
ence, which is to be held in Liverpool in August 
next. Secretary Sprague states that uniformity 
in the law of affreightment among maritime 
countries is desirable, not only to procure the 
simplification of the various conditions, but also 
to render certain the regulations appiying to ail 
kinds of bilis of lading, and that a similar re- 
form has already been effected in the law of 
general average known as the York-Antwerp 
rules, pow almost universally adopted.

One Mian Killed aud Four Probably

Special Dispatch te The Chicage Tribune, 
WiILKESBARRE, Pa., June 15.—This forenoon 
six workmen were being let down the Stanton 
coal-pit in the bucket, when their lamps ignited 
the gas, and a terriue explosion followed. The 
engineer immediately hoisted the iron bucket, 
and ia it were found four of the men terribly 

and probably fatally burned. The shaft is 700 

feet deep, and the explosion occurred 200 feet 

from the bottom. Fortunately the fury of its 
force was spent above the bucket, else this 

would have been fired from the shaft like a 

cannon ball and gone through the roof 

of the head house, which was carried 
away by the explosion. As soon as the injured 
meu could be removed from the bucket it was 
lowered to the bottom several times, but came 
up without either of the two men, making it evi- 
dent that both men were dead. Up to this time 
nobody was venturesome enough to descend in 
the deadly fire damp, but presently several brave 
men took their Davy safety-lamps and were low- 
ered into the smoking pit. Among these was 
the father of one the missing boys, whose man- 
led form was found at the bottom. The ig- 
nited gas had burned him so ney that 
he had not been able to cling to the bucket, 
and was hurled down the shaft a distance of 200 
feet. His oil-skin suit which protects from the 
dripping water was burned toa crisp. The mo- 
ment ot the explosion the men were standing 
on the edge of the bucket clasping the iron 
cabie, and all except James Carey escape in- 
stant death almost miraculously by falling into 
the bucket rather than off it. Michael Lynch,

are the injured. Not only was their clothing 

and bar buianed off, but the flesh 
hung from their bodies in strips a foot long.

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WOMEN AS PHYSICIANS. 


The Massachusetts Medical Society 
Wants Them as Members, but the 
Council Befuses. 

New York Times. 

Boston, Mass., June 13.—The members of the 
Massachusetts Medical Society favorable to the 
admission of women to membership, which has 
agitated the society for many years, succeeaed 
today at the annual meeting in getting a vote 
through communicating to the council of the so- 
ciety the opinion of the general body that 
women should be admitted. The discussion pre- 
ceding the vote was long and warm. The at- 
tendance was large, the large hall in which the 
meeting was held being completely filled when 
the question came up by assignment. - Dr. 
Henry W. Williams, of this city, pre- 
sided. Dr. Hodgden, of Arlington, opened the 
proceedings by moving to ame nd the by-laws of 
the society, so that women as well as men may 
become candidates for adinission into the socie- 
ty. the condition being that every candidate 
must, by proper guarantees, and examinaton, 
satisfy the censors that he or she possesses tho 
requisit qualifications for membership. The 
President ruled that the motion was out of or- 
der, on the ground that no by-law shall take et- 
fect until it receives the concurrent action of 
the Councilors and of the society. A long dis- 
cussion upon the pariiamentary aspects of the 
question followed, and finally the decision of 
the President, that the society could nut then 
vote a change of by-laws, was sustained by a 
vote of 131 to 125. 

Dr. Harvey, of Worcester, then moved a refer- 
ence of Dr. 1 us motion to the Council. Dr. 
oe then offered an amendment, to the ef- 
fect that the reference be accompanied by a 
recommendation for favorabie action. Dr. 
Wisner, of Winchester, moved to substitute the 
following motion for the one pending: 

Reaol Tbat, in the opinion of members here 
present, it is expedient that well-qualified wom- 
en be admitted to fellowsaip on the same terms 
us men, and the Secretary be requested to 
lay this note before the Couneil.

He cited the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State that women could not be ad- 
mitted to the bar, where it was beld that, al- 
though males were not specified in the law, they 
alone were intended by the Legislature in its 
enactments. He quoted from remarks of Dr. 
Joseph Leister, when the subject of admitting 
women was under discussion before the British 
Society, that he could not consent to be a mem- 
ber of an asseciauon where there was the un- 
seemly practice of discussing medical topics be- 
fore a mixed company. Dr. Shattuck said he 
believed there were many members of 
the Massachusetts Society who would feel 
in the same way, and would not attend 
the meetings of the association if women 
were present. He professed to have as 
mucb respect and admiration for women as any 
member of the council, and it was for that rea- 
son that be would not advise them to undertake 
what God did not allow them to do well. A man 
could have no higher aspiration or sphere of 
employment than that offered by the medical 
profession. But God badso made women that 
the very best of them did not wish to enter, and 
only au interior style of woman would. They 
might be intellectual, but after all they would 
be an inferior state of woman whom the mem- 
bers of the society could not respect and love as 
they did the other. [Applause.} It was ac- 
knowledged that tbe women doctors were im- 
properly educated, hecontinued. Many of them 
were homeopathists. Wouldit not be well, he 
asked, to wait until they had a better education 
than now? Harvard College had decided that it 
was not competent to uadertake the task of ed- 
ucating men and women together, and the Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Society ought to hesitate a 
long time before taking such a radical step as to 
admit women to membership. 

Dr. Morrill Wyman, of Cambridge, spoke on 
the other side, confining himself to one phase 
of the question. He said that there was a num- 
ber of women now practicing medicine in Bos- 
ton. and the State was placing in its prisons and 
its hospitals women as physicians. The State 
hada tribunal to determine the competency of 
men practicing, and it had a right to demand 
that there should be one to try and decide as to 
the merits of women offering themsvives as 
physicians. Could there be a better body for 
such a purpose, he asked, than the Massa- 
chusetts Medical Society? When its censors had 
2 in judgment, then the community would 

relieved from a great difficulty. It was not 
a matter of sentiment, he said, or anything of 
the kind, but simply a matter of right and 
justice. Dr. R. P. Harvey, of Westborough, 
‘then moved that further consideration of the 
subject be indefinitly postponed, and this was 
by a rising vote of 65 to 36. So the move- 

ment is again defeated.

This sec- 
tion to be appreciated must be read, but to be 
understood must be studied with the aid of some 
legal tutor. As no passenger even understands 
it, appeal is made to the inspector on board, who 
p sto translate it from the foreign lan- 
guage in which it is couched into — 

Having given up Sec. 2.700 iu pair, the 
unfortunate passenger runs foul ot Sec. 2.802, 
in which dire penal are threatened against 
the person who shall infrimge the law. Forteit- 
ure of the articles and a penalty of treble their 
value would be calculated to give any one 
pause. The sections are followed by two 
articles, Nos. 399 and 400, which, strange 
to say, are quite easily understood. The tirst 
declares that jewelry, not for sale, is free; 
and the second, that by professional books, im- 
plements. and tools of trade is meant such books 
or tools as a lawyer, surgeon, or mechanic would 
use in bis occupation. An extract from an offi- 
cial circular dated Feb, 1875, urges tourists to 
separate the articles which bave beeu worn from 
those which are new, and this is good advice, 
even if it is given by the Treasucy.

and baskets—the work went rapidiy on. Sud- 
denly there was a call for Capt. Mehrer to ex- 
amine some curtains which were “declared” as 
dutiable. He gravely lifted them and then pro- 
nouncing the words cotton lace in a mystic 
aside, wrote on the “ba entry 
their value at $14 and their duty be- 
ing W percent. As this was less than $5 the 
curtains were passed free, it being a custom of 
the custom-house to admit articles if the duty 
does not reach that sum. Another call, and 
Capt. Mehrer began to look at a lot of linen, evi- 
dently spun and woven by some old grandmother 
in the * Fatherland,’ and sent out with many 
hopes that it would prove useful in the new 
home. The owner was a settler coming to this 
country, and by the Treasury regulations the 
revenue olficers always make things very easy 
for the emigrant. 

The examination of the luggage did not take 
long. There were few articies on which duty 
was coliectable, the owners were honest and de- 
clared them, and there were no disputes. The 
stock of good-humor which every one acquired 
when they saw the land was not taxed by the 
custom-bouse officials. The luggage of the 
emigrants was not examined on the dock, 
but was taken with the owners ou 
board of the Castle Gasden barge. Here it 
is looked over by the officers appointed to that 
work, but it is rarely if ever taxed. The cus- 
tom-house is very apt to allow emigrants to 
bring almost anything, — it cleariy 
their own property and for personal use. This 
fact has sometimes been taken advantage of by 
smugwiers and attempts bave been made to 
bring in articles for sale in this way. it das 
rarely succeeded, however, for although the 
officers are willing to pass almost any kind of 
property belonging to emigrants, their search 
through the great chests is none the less thor- 


ough. 

to tourists who are about to come to this 
country, either on a visit or on their return 
from a trip, a few hints may not be out of the 
way. If they will make full and exact lists of 
everything they have in duplicate, separating 
the things to correspopd with trunks in 
which they are packed, noting the price of 
everything they have purchased in Europe and 
the date of the purcbases, they will find the 
work of pass'ng the custom- house — 45 fucili- 
tated. They should also be able to easily identify 
their trunks. They should remember, if they 
deem the appraisement unjust, that they may 
pay the duties under protest or appeal to the Ap- 
praiser from his Deputy. While it is well to fa- 
cilitate the work of the officers as much as pos- 
sible, the traveler should not permit himseif to 
believe that the officers he meets upon the dock 
ure the final judges of the value of his p rty, 
and he should recoliect that if tne impost threat- 
ens tobecome an imposition, be can carry the 
case up where be cao be represented by men 
who thoroughly understand the law.

Cot. HENDERSON made a good speech in 
favor of the Hennepin Canal during the de- 
bate in the House yesterday on the River-and- 
Harbor bill. The plea that the proposed canal 
is all in one State, and that the cost ofit should 
therefore be defrayed by the people of that 
State, has no pertinence, as he showed, for 
the reason that there are many items in the 
bill for works lying wholly within single 
States. Moreover, the canal would be an 
improvement of a National character, and it 
would lessen the cost of sending the crops 
tothe seaboard of the Upper Mississippi 
region precisely as the jetties have done for 
the Lower Mississippi Valley. Mr. Hen‘er- 
son’s speech received the attention of a 
large number of members. It is not ex- 
pected that any amendment to the bill pro- 
viding for the Hennepin Canal will be pro- 
posed in the House. The amendment will 
be offered in the Senate, and the friends of 
the measure have reason to believe it will be 
agreed to there. The first appropriation 
desired is $500,000 but the amount is not 
important, provided only Congress shall 
accept the enterprise as National in its char- 
acter. The Hennepin Canal has a valuable 
friend in Senator Allison, who is Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
and whose perfect good faith and honorable 
dealing in all matters that come before the 
Senate give him great influencein that body,

Ox Wednesday the bill was reported to the 
House of Representatives appropriating 
$100,000,000 to pay the arrears of pensicns 
for the years 1882-3. It is estintated that the 
whole expenditure for arrears of pensions 
can be crowded through within the next 
three years—$100,000,000 for 1882-3, $150,- 
000,000 for the year 1884, $100,000,000 for 1885, 
and $75,000,000 for the next year. This makes 
a total of $425,000,000 for the four years. 

Prior to the passage of that most ill-advised 
act, the Arrears-of-Pensions bill, annual 
payment of pensions had fallen to $27,000,- 
000. By the present program it will take 
$425,000,000 within the next four years to 
meet what is yet to come due on these ar- 
rearages. These are in addition to the regu- 
lar pensions and in addition to what has al- 
ready been paid. It is unknown how much 
these arrearages may eventually reach be- 
fore being paid, and there is great fear that 
they will not be paid off before 1895, and 
that they may foot up over $800,000,000, How 
is this money, which is in excess of the ordi- 
nary expenditures of the Government, to be 
raised? ‘The present revenues are not equal 
to such an additional expenditure, and is 
taxation to be increased in time of peace? 
Ought not the ordinary growth of the coun- 
try to keep pace with the growth of expend- 
itures ? 


THE ABUSE OF TAXATION. 

For some time, and during this whole 
session of Congress, there have been two 
factions at Washington which it was long 
thought possible to unite. One of these 
factions was composed of those persons in- 
terested through their constituents in having 
the tax on spirits, which is 90 cents a gallon, 
repealed or largely reduced. The other 
factjon is composed of those who are equally 
interested in maintaning the present excess- 
ive rates of tariff duties, and in favor of 
enlarging them. The present taxation by the 
Government produces such an enormous 
surplus revenue that a reduction of taxes 
may soon be expected to be one of the irre- 
pressible demands of the country. The 
effort has been made, therefore, to make 
common cause between the distillers and 
tobacco manufacturers on the one side 
and the protectionists on the other, so 
that by breaking down the internal rev- 
enue taxes and the annihilation of revenue 
there would be less excuse required for main- 
taining the present tariff laws. This meas- 
ure, however, has failed: the Republican 
caucus refused to make the repeal or reduc- 
tion of the taxes on tobacco and spirits a 
party measure, and therefore the alliance 
came to an end. To understand the differ- 
ence between a tax for revenue, such as are 
the internal revenue taxes, and a tax for pro- 
tection, one or two illustrations will suffice. 
During the War, and for some years after, 
there was a tax levied under the tariff on tea 
and coffee. This was a tax purely for reve- 
nue. So was the internal-revenue tax on to- 
bacco and whisky. 

During the year ending June 30, 1881, there

To raise that much revenue it was neces- 

sary only to levy that much tax, with suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of collection and as- 
sessment, The tax levied upon and paid by 
the country was precisely the sum paid into 
the Treasury, and no more. 

Another illustration of the wide difference, 

as a public burden, between a tariff-tax lev- 

ied for revenue and one for protection is the 
tax on tea and coffee. In the fiscai year 

ended June 30, 1872, there was atax of 15 

cents a pounds on tea and a tax on coffee of 

three cents a pound.- The proceeds of these 
taxes during that year were as follows: 


232,380,949 pounds coffee at 3 cents.....$ 6.971.428 
33,072,128 pounds tea at 15 cents 20 


512.172.156 

That tax, except the cost of collecting, was 

all paid into the Treasury. To collect that 

much revenue only required a tax equal to 
the sum paid into the Treasury. 

Now, let us take a case of taxation for pro- 


‘tection, and the instance of steel rails, which 


has been so prominently and conspicuously 
presented, will serve as a clear illustration. 
In 1881 the tax on steel rails was 828 a ton. 
In round numbers there were 1,000,000 tons 
of such rails made and sold in this country, 
and there were imported durmg the same 
year 166,000 tons. Now, this tax of $28 per 
ton was levied to fix a minimum price at 
which the rails should be sold; consequently 
this tax of $28 per ton was paid alike by the 
purchasers of the imported as well as of the 
domestic-made steel rails. Here, then, is the 
process by which that tax was collected and 
——

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tax) to be paid in a single year on one item 


or article of expense, but how were the pro- 
ceeds of that tax distributed ?

Out of the sum of $35,000,000 taxes paid by 
the people in a single year on the one item 
of steel rails the Treasury of the United 
States received about 20 per cent, and the 
other 80 per cent was paid over to the cor- 
porations engaged in making steel rails. As 
with the tax on steel rails, so with all the 
other taxes levied for protective purposes. 
The Government collects more or less of the 
total tax paid, but the proportion is compara- 
tively small. The share of the tax that goes 
to the Treasury in the form of revenue will 
range from 15 to 30 per cent of 
the tax levied and collected from the 
people, We suppose of the average taxes 
levied by the tariff it is a liberal estimate to 
say one-fourth goes into the Treasury. 
In other words, it takes $600,000,000 of taxes 
levied, collected, and extorted from the hard 
earnings of the people to get $150,000,000 of 
revenue into the Treasury; and the three 
items of whisky, beer, and tobacco produce 
nearly the same revenue to the United States 
as is obtained out of $600,000,000 paid by the 
people under the tariff. 

The tax on tea and coffee was a purely rev- 
enue tax, every dollar of which was paid into 
the Treasury, and for that reason the pro- 
tectionists repealed it, just as Mr. Kelley and 
Mr. Randall now propose to repeal the tax 
on spirits, tobacco, and beer. They want no 
taxes that produce revenue; they want that 
system of taxes to which revenue is purely 
incidental, and private tax or bounty is the 
real object. 


FRELINGHUYSEN’S ABSURD FOREIGN 
POLICY. 

The latest letter sent by Mr. Trescott, Spe- 
cial Envoy of the United States Govern- 
ment to the South American States, in his 
correspondence with the State Department 
furnishes the strongest possible evidence of 
the weakness and instability of Secretary 
Frelinghuysen’s foreign policy, and contains 
a timely warning of the humiliating embar- 
rassinents which the continuation of such a 
policy mayentail. After recounting the fail- 
ure to bring to a satisfactory termination any 
of the negotiations for a permanent peace 
between Chili and Peru, Mr. Trescott con- 
cludes his communication as follows: 


It is obvious that neither Chili nor Peru will 
approach a solution of their difficulties in the 
—— spirit, or in any bope of a result satis- 
actory to both, as long as this impression {of 
—— 1 lasts, If the United States 
ntend to intervene elfectively to prevent the 
distotegration of Peru, the time has come when 
that intervention should be avowed. If it does 
not, still more urgent is the necessity that Cui 
and Peru should understand exactly where the 
action of the United States ends. It would be 
entirely beyond my duty to discuss the char- 
acter or consequences of either line of conduct. 
But I trust that you will not deem that I am g- 
ing beyond that duty in impress upon the 
Government that the present position of the 
United States is an embarrassment to all bellig- 
erents, and that it should be terminated as 
promptly as possible. There is another convic- 
tion which it is clearly my duty to express. 1 
believe that, whenever the United States form- 
ally withdraws from further intervention, Peru 
will apply to the European Powers, and that the 
oint intervention of two or more is probable. 
tis not for me to anticipate what view the de- 
partment will take of such a possibility. 


This awkward situation is the direct result 
of Mr. Frelinghuysen’s partial but vacil- 
lating reversal of the Blaine policy. Mr. 
Trescott was sent to South America as the 
special representative of the United States 
Government’s claim to paramount influence 
over the political affairs of the American 
Continent—a claim which is the very founda- 
tion of what is known as the Monroe doc- 
trine. In that capacity Mr. Trescott was in- 
structed to proffer the good offices of his 
Government to bring about a settlement of 
the differences between Chili and Peru. 
Had he been able to maintain the dignity 
and importance of his mission he would 
have found deference and respect from both 
contending Governments, and there is little 
doubt that his agency would have effected 
before this time a satisfactory arrange- 
ment for a war indemnity and perma- 
nent peace. But Mr. Trescott had 
scarcely reached his destination before his 
original instructions were revoked by Mr. 
Blaine's successor. He was not recalled, as 
he should have been if it was the Govern- 
ment’s intention to abandon the principies of 
the Monroe doctrine, but was told to remain 
with his hands tied and his mouth sealed. 
When Chili, encouraged by this surrender 
of American influence, proposed terms which 
amounted to confiscation and disintegration 
of Peru, Mr. Trescott was instructed that he 
must not give them his approval, but he was 
still not at liberty to venture any sugges- 
tions. The Government thus assumed pre- 
cisely the position Mr. Blaine described in 
his testimony before the Foreign Affairs 
Committee—that of the dog in the manger. 
The result was very naturally what Mr. Tres- 
cott describes in the above extract from his 
letter, and there the matter stands now. 

The present position of the United States 
Government is not merely embarrassing to 
the South American belligerents and humili- 
ating to the people of the United States, but 
is also pregnant with future danger to the 
dignity of our Government, and to the 
preservation of the principles involved in the 
Monroe doctrine. Mr. Trescott is convinced 
“that, whenever the United States formally 
withdraws from further intervention, Peru 
will apply to the European Powers, and that 
the joint intervention of two or more is prob- 
able.” The probability of such foreign inter- 
vention may be safely based on the important 
interests which Peru represents. There is no 
doubt that the guano and nitrate deposits of 
Peru are vast mines of wealth, and it is cer- 
tain that England, France, Belgium, and 
Holland have an interest in Peru's future to 
the extent of $225,000,000 in the bonds 
of that Government, which are divided 
up among the four nations named. Any 
intervention on the part of European Powers 
will be guided by a purpose to save their sub- 
jects from loss, and not governed by any 
considerations of political justice. If they 
can best serve their selfish interests by as- 
senting to the spoliation and disintegration 
of Peru, they will not hesitate to do so. 
Meanwhile, the United States Government 
will be in aridiculous plight if it shall per- 
mit any one or more of the European Powers 
to shape the political affairs of South Ameri- 
ca and still set up the pretension that it (the 
United States Government) is entitied to 
Primary consideration in all American 
affairs. Mr. Frelinghuysen’s platitudes in 
regard to the exclusive right of the United 
States to protect the neutrality of an inter- 
oceanic canal will simply be laughed at by 
European diplomatists after such a con- 
fession of imbecility. This is the dilema into 
which our Government has been betrayed 
by the weak and yacillating policy adopted 
by Mr. Frelinghuysen. 


As was anticipated, the bill extending the 
bonded period for whisky was indefinitly 
postponed—or, i, other words, defeated—in 
the Senate yesterday.

JOHN BRIGHT ON AMERICAN LITER- 


ATURE. 

The friendship ot John Bright for every- 
thing American has been tested upon many 
occasions, and it is now illustrated again and 
in a new direction in an address recently 
made by him in Birmingham. The occasion 
was the opening of the new Central Library 
and Art Gallery occupying the site of the 
structure destroyed by fire in 1879, and Mr. 
Bright delivered the principal address, taking 
for his theme the love of books, which he 
characterized as a personal introduction to 
the great and good men of all past times, 
He laid special stress upon the value of 
small collections of well-chosen and well- 
read books, and dwelt upon the inestimable 
advantage of ‘little libraries in humble 
homes, and concluded this branch of his ad- 
dress with the declaration: “I am bound 
to say—and if any one cares very much for 
some other things, he will not blame me when 
1 say to them: Lou may have in a house 
costly pictures and custly ornaments and a 
great variety of decoration, yet, so far as my 
judgment goes, I would prefer to have one 
comfortable room well stocked with books 
to all that you can give me in the way of 
decoration which even the highest arts 
supply.’ ”’ 

Une of the remarkable features of his ad- 
dress was his introduction to Englishmen of 
two Scotch poets of whom they hadactually 
never heard—Michael Bruce, “one of Scot- 
Jand’s real but one of ner minor poets,“ and 
Janet Hamilton, to whom he devoted con- 
siderable space. As the latter, whom he 
characterizes as the most remarkable old 
lady that he had ever heard of, is likely to 
acquire some fame through Mr. Bright’s in- 
troduction of her to the reading public, the 
following sketch of her will possess con- 
siderable interest to poetical readers. 


Janet Hamilton was the daughter of a shoe- 
maker, who employed one journeyman, and, as 
might be reasonably supposed, she became aft- 
erwards the wite of the journeyman, and at a 
very early age, too—earlier than I should rec- 
ommend in similar cases. However, during ber 
life she had a family of ten chiidren, most of 
whom, I believe, grew up to manhood and wom- 
anhood. But she never went to school, and ber 
mother, who was the shoemaker s wife, taugbt 
her to read. She did not learn to write till she 
was 50, and she became blind at 60, and she lived, 
I think, to be about 75 or 76. She read in ber 
childhood, at 5, or 6, or 7 years of age Bible 
stories that her mother procured for her, and 
at 8 years of age she found by accident on a 
weavers loom in her neighborhood two vol- 
umes. One was Paradise Lost and the other 
was Allan Ramsay's poems. She read through 
all the village library—the history, the biography. 
the travels. When she got to Shakspeare Shak- 
speare was like a revelation to her, and she 
had no words with which to express her 
admiration for his writings. She said that 
in those days it was not considered a very good 
thing for serious poop to read 8 peare, and 
there was a hole in the wall in her house near 
the chair on which she nursed her children and 
where she worked at some kind of tambour 
work, and when people came in she put Shak- 
speare into this hole in the wall, so that it might 
not be seen, and her conduct might not be criti- 
cised. Somebody asked her how it was that 
never having been to school, she wrote so accu- 
rately—not only poems, for she wrote for one of 
Casseli's publications when she was 34 years of 
age, — she only learned to write at 50, 
and she said. You might as well ask why the 
laverock—that is, the lark—can sing.“ Sue said 
God bad given her, not, as sir David Dundas 
said, “agreat love of books,” but a natural 
tact or gift of grammar. This old lady bas writ- 
ten poems, some of which—if there were time I 
would quote one or two of them—but certainly 
there are one or two of them that, if piaced 
among the poems of Burnsin a volume of his, no 
one would for a moment doubt were the produc- 
tion of that the greatest of the Scotch poets. 


The most remarkable feature of Mr. 
Bright’s address, however, is the fact that it 
was almost entirely devoted to American lit- 
erature, in answer to the old slur, which he 
requoted: Can any good book come from 
the United States?“ In response to this 
question Mr. Bright named over Bryant, 
Longfellow, Whittier, Holmes, and Lowell 
as poets who could be“ read with advantage 
by Englishmen. For purposes of compari- 
son with the views of American readers we 
give the substance of Mr. Bright’s brief crit- 
icisms. After reading an extract from“ Hia- 
watha and declaring it to be a work of in- 
expressible beauty, he said: I do not hesi- 
tate to say, as far as my reading has led me 
to judge, that it is a poem that deserves to 
live, and will live, and at this moment it is 
the finest poem of any language that has 
been produced by any writer of the United 
Stages.“ Of Whittier, whois a member of 
the same church as Mr. Bright, he spoke with 
the greatest affection, and laid special stress 
upon the fact that “the best gifts of 
his genius and his poesy are on the 
side of freedom”; and that his works 
tend “to purify the individual and 
exalt the nation.” Asto the American poets 
in general, Mr. Bright said: We do not 
place them on a level with Milton and Shak 
speare, but then in this country, perhaps in 
the world, there is but one Milton and one 
Shakspeare, and, without placing them on 
that level, we may accept them, as I think ail 
readers have accepted them, as real and gen- 
uine poets, contributing through our lan- 
guage to human freedom, to human enjoy- 
ment, and o human happiness.” 

The only prose work cited by Mr, Bright 
was Bancroft’s History of the United States, 
which he highly eulogized by saying that it 
was the most instructing book of history he 
had ever read, and that its lessons surpassed 
to his mind all that. he had ever found in any 
other historical work. He awarded high 
praise not only to Mr. Bancroft, but to the 
poets whom we have cited and to American 
literature, and it is no ordinary compliment 
that such a man as John Bright should have 
sounded that praise before a representative 
English audience. Critical exceptions may 
be taken to some of his assertions in En- 
gland, perhaps also in this country, as to the 
value of special works. The London Spec- 
tator in fact opens the bali as follows: 


We think Mr. Bright gave a litte too much 
attention to trausatlautie literature, though we 
have always gone heartily with him in his cordial 
and — appreciation r. Hiawatha,” and of 
Mr wells Biglow Papers.“ Surely Ban- 
croft bardly deserves to be quoted as the repre- 
sentative historian of the Cnited States, when 
Motley is not even so much as mentioned. Aud 
surely it is a mistake to measure or lit- 
erature of any kind, considered simply as lit- 
erature, by the worth of the sentiments or opin- 
ions which it embodies. Bancroft’s sentiments 
were democratic, but his prose was certainiy 
heavy. Whittier’s sentiments are noble, and his 
poetry pleasant, but he wrote any of 
those books which it adds perceptibly to the 
sweetness of life to know and love. 


The injustice of the Spectator’s criticism 
of Whittier’s books must be manifestly due 
either to its ignorance of what adds to the 
sweetness of life or to its ignorance of the 
Lr themselves, for this quality is their 


one pervading characteristic, But this is 
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stance and particularly as to his preference 
for Bancroft and his ignoring of Prescott 
and Motley, but the great point for con- 

is that American literature 
should have been commended to English- 
men by such a man as Mr. Bright. He has 
been our stanch friend for a quarter of a 
century, and this last manifestation of his 
good will will add to the love and esteem 
with which Americans have always regarded 
him. 


POSTHUMOUS FAME. 

Signor Pasquale Favale, an Italian gentle- 
man, late of Naples, and now of a better 
worid even than that sunny clime, in making 
the transit from one place to the other left 
behind him e instructions regarding his 
portable property that may furnish a hint to 
others similarly situated. This gentleman’s 
will was recently probated in London, and 
upon examination it was found to contain 
some singular bequests. It leaves the sum of 
6,000 lire, or about $1,200, to “the editor enjoy- 
ing the greatest repute in any town in Eu- 
rope“ who will print and issue his manuscript 
novel, written in French, and entitled 
“*Zuleite: A Prince of Satriano in 1670“; a 


five-act comedy, called An English Elec- | 
tion“; and some poems, including one on the 


“Vinal Judgment.” As yet the bequest has 
not aroused a vigorous competition, possibly 
because it is a matter of some delicacy to de- 
cide who is the European editor en- 
joying the greatest repute. Unfortun- 
ately for the posthumous reputation 
of the deceased, American editor@are not in- 
cluded. Had they been it would not have 
been a difficult task to name the most famous 
one. It also standsin the way of the tes- 
tator’s purpose that when the most reputable 
editor in Europe is discovered, he may not 
fancy that the novel, and comedy, and poems 
are worth $1,200 to him. It is plain enough 
to see that at regular advertising rates in 
prosperous papers the matter would measure 
up considerably more than $1,200, and that 
in fact the sum would be exhausted long be- 
fore even the novel was concluded. There 
are some impecunious newspapers which 
havea habit of padding out their columns 
with bogus “ ads” that could afford to take 
the late Signor’s literary remains and print 
them for $1,200, and thus save the salary of 
the gifted counting-room editor who writes 
the “For Sales,” and “To Rents,” and 
„ Wanteds” which drive so many people to 
desperation during the week trying to find 
persons, places, and numbers which have no 
existence. Dreary as the Signor’s remains 
may be, they would be more interesting read- 
ing than the most vivid productions of the 
talented down-stair editor. 

The Signor’s presumption, however, is not 
so great as it appears to be when it is judged 
by common practice. Every editor knows to 
his sorrow how story-writers, dramatists, 
and poets swarm in the community. They 
do not wait until they are dead either before 
coming confidently forward with their effu- 
sions and expressing their convictions that if 
their manuscripts were only carefully read 
the editor would be willing not only to print 
them but to pay something for them, besides 
contributing a bundle of papersto be sent 
away. Siguor Favale never obtruded his 
effusions while living upon the most reputa- 
ple or disreputable editor in Europe, or de- 
manded pay for them. He was a modest 
soul, and waited until he was dead when he 
could offer them without a blush, and 
money was no object to him. He was honest 
enough even not to offer to pay for the pub- 
lication and thus smuggle his novel, and 
comedy, and poems into a reputable catalog 
under false pretenses. The Signor cannot be 
accused of bribery, because his little douceur 
does not profit him at all, he being at present 
a permanent deadhead, to whom money is of 
noaccount. Whatever may become of his 
manuscripts, his own reputation is clear. 

The Signor was not only a litterateur but 
acomposer, and he left behind him a tragic 
opera called Alzira.” Whether it is in the 
Italian style after Bellini, the French style 
after Auber, or the style of the future after 
Wagner, or a transition style after his coun- 
tryman Verdi, we know not, or whether it 
be mellifluous or dissonant, grand. melo- 
dramatic, or romantic. It is only to the pur- 
pose that he has exhibited the same mod- 
esty with his musical score that he did with 
his literary sheets. He speaks of it as his 
wost “cherished production,” and be- 
queaths it to Her Imperial and Royal 
Majesty of India and of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain,“ and, of course, the 
least that her Majesty can do is to command 
its performance at one of her State concerts 
at Buckingham Palace, command artists to 
sing in it, and command people to hear it, and 
thus gratify the wish of the Signor and 
soothe his manes, which will undoubtedly 
be present at the performance. 

The late Signor Pasquale Favale, while 
living, was not alone in suffering from the 
caprice and indifference of an inappreciative 
world. There are numerous others whose 
experience is similar, more of them indeed 
than can be accommodated. To ail such 
gentle souls, grieving because no eye marks 
their muse’s soaring flight or cares for their 
Pegasus, vainly pawing the air, the Signor's 
will suggests a consolation. Let them in 
leaving this ungrateful world bequeath their 
works to posterity and not attempt to force 
them upon their contemporaries. Thus they 
may perchance secure fame to themselves. 
If they have the sacred fire, it will burn after 
they are gone; if not, it is better than seeing 
them burn before they are gone, 
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THE NEXT CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 
The Congressional elections which take 
place next fall will be regarded as much more 
important and will be contested much more 
fiercely than is usual in the selection of a 
Congress which intervenes between the reg- 
ular Presidential elections. There are many 
incentives to extraordinary party effort this 
year on both sides. The division of parties 
in the present Congress was so close at the 
beginning of the session that the organization 
of the Senate was only accomplished by a 
compromise and the Republicans had a bare 
majority for the control of the House. This 
situation would be enough lu itself to spur 
the contesting parties to tremendous effort 
to secure the domination over the next Con- 
gress, Which will naturally exert consider- 
able influence on the Presidential election 
the following year. Both parties find in it 
reasons for encouragement. The Republic- 
ans are anxious to hoid the advantage which 
they gained after six years’ experience as a 
Congressional minority, and the frail tenure 
of Republican control now inspires the Dem- 
ocrats with the hope that they may by addi- 
tional effort recover their lost ground. 

But there are other conditions which im- 
pose upon every party candidate a sense of 
personal responsibility to his party in secur- 
ing his own election, since the control of the 
next Congress may turn upon the political 
eomplexion of any one district in the coun- 
try. The Republicans are encouraged, on 
the one hand, to believe that their representa- 
tion in Congress may be increased from the 
South—first, because they have established a 
precedent for the seating of members who 
have been cheated out of their elections; and 
second, on account of the dissensions among 
the Democrats, notably in Virginia, North 
Carolina, and Georgia. On the other hand, 
the Democrats expect to make some gains in 


the North, owing, first, to the dissensions 


ing influence of the liquor question in 
certain States, especially Ohio and Indiana. 
The fact that the next Congress will proba- 
bly be compelled to take some decided ac- 
tion on the tariff question will induce the 
Republicans to make special efforts in the 
Northern and Middle States, and the solidity 
of the South as a sine qua non of the Dem- 
ocratic hope for obtaining control of the Ex- 
ecutive Department of the Government at 
some future time will serve to bring out great 
activity in the Southern States, and possibly 
to settle the differences between the Bour- 
bons and the Liberals for the time being. 

A Washington correspondent of the New 
York Times, after making a canvass of the 
various conditions in the different States, has 
summed up his work in the following table, 
which shows the relative strength of the 
two parties in the present Congress (allotting 
the Greenbackers and Readjusters to the two 
parties as they have voted during the session), 
and his own estimate of the probable status 
of the Forty-eighth Congress: 
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Whether or not the Republicans shall be 
able to secure so much of an advantage as 
the above estimate gives to them will de- 
pend in the main upon the separation of the 
Congressional contest from the local differ- 
ences among the Pennsylvania and New 
York Republicans, and upon the encourage- 
ment which the Republicans and Liberals in 
the South shall receive to resist intimida- 
tion and put down fraud at the ballot-box. 
The Republicans, on the whole, have been 
the gainers from the reapportionment of the 
various States, and proper management will 
arrest any disastrous effect from the agitation 
of the prohibition question so far as the Con- 
gressiona! elections are concerned. A con- 
scientious employment of the remaining time 
of the present session of Congress will give 
the Republican majority a very creditable 
record, and the fact that such record will 
have been madein spite of Democratic ob- 
struction and filibustermg will go far toward 
placing the Republicans on the vantage 
ground in all the Northern States. If tue 
Republicans may depend upon the diseretion 
of the Administration, and if there shall be 
no further effort to extend the power of 
the so-called Stalwart faction at the expense 
of party interests in New York and Penn- 
Sylvania, the outlook is certainly favorable 
for a larger Republican majority in the next 
House of Representatives than there is in the 


present one. 


INDIFFERENCE OF CONGRESS TO THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The fact that the public health bills now 
pending in Congress have not obtained a 
hearing is not a flattering tribute to the intel- 
ligence or fidelity of either House. One of 
these bills, which Dr. De Wolf and Control- 
ler Gurney, of Chicago, took a great interest 
in, and visited Washington to secure the 
passage of, was intended to prohibit the im- 
portation of small-pox into this country. The 
simple faith with which Dr. De Wolf an- 
nounced, after a few days spent at the Na- 
tional Capital, that this important bill was 
going to pass next week, or, at the latest, 
the week after next,“ was quite touching to 
behold. This opinion was expressed more 
than two months ago, and the bill not only 
has not passed, but has not been even taken 
up for consideration in either House. 

A kindred bill of importance to the publie 
health is the bill “to regulate the carriage of 
passengers by sea.“ It is intended to pro- 
tect helpless and ignorant immigrants from 
the exactions and cruelties of steamshipcom- 
panies. The bill was carefully framed after 
consultation with the Treasury officials and 
the Surveyor of Customs at New York. It 
was introduced in the Lower House of the 
Forty-sixth Congress ang passed, we believe, 
at the instance of Representafive Deuster, of 
Wisconsin. It was again taken up on the 
motion of Representative Guenther in the 
present Congress and passed, with scarcely a 
dissenting voice, ten weeks ago. Ithas been 
lying ever since on the table of the Senate, 
and the repeated efforts of Senator Conger to 
have it taken up has been unavailing. The 
bill consolidates a number of existing 
laws relating to Immigrants. It provides 
that the steerage passengers shall have air 
to breathe and room to move about in; 
that they shall have a place to cook their 
food; that medical attendance shall be se- 
cured for them; that unmarried females shall 
have a separate apartment, and the decen- 
cies of life shall be maintained in the steer- 
age as well as if the first cabin. This bill is 
dictated by common humanity. Its imme- 
diate passage is demanded, inasmuch as im- 
migrants are flocking to our shores at the 
rate of 700,000 or 800,000 per annum. Yet the 
Senate has sniffed at it, and turned it over, 
and contemptuously kicked it one side. 

It is not creditable to the United States 
Senate thatthese public-health bills should 
be made to wait for weeks and months while 
less important measures are put through. 
We know it is constantly said that the Senate 
has not time to look after the public health, 
but it has time enough to debate and pass 
hundreds of bills with money in them. It 
has time enough to consider Brown’s reso- 
lution giving each Senator a $1,200 clerk. 
It could pass the Geneva Award bill, the 
Five Per Cent Land bill, the Japanese In- 
demnity bill, the Monitor Prize-Money bill, 
and hundreds of private measures in which 
honorable members were interested. But it 
cannot pass a simple measure to protect the 
people of the Northwest from small-pox. or 
insure the humane treatment of immigrants. 
Forsooth the Senate has not time. Can it be 
that the Senate of the United States takes a 
deeper interest in money bills than in other 
kind of legislation? Is nothing due to the 
health and comfort of the people, who, 
though they may have no friends at court to 
plead their cause, support the honorable 
Senators themselves in their places at 
Washington?

THE AGRICULTURAL LABORERS, 

who do not understand the real arift of the 
thing, are told there are great benefits for 
themselves in it, and tremendous efforts are 
being made to enlist them under the new ban- 
ner. So far they have not responded with much 
alacrity, and in the few clubs of the 
new Labor League that have already been or- 
ganized, the resolutions have more about secur- 
ing comfortable houses and pilots of land for the 
laborers than generalizing about the tenure of 
land.

Last Day’s Proceedings of the Society 
of the Army of the Potomac-A Pa- 
rade, Boat Ride, and a Bauquet in 
the Evening~—The Speeches. 

Derrorr, Mich., June 15.—The day could not 
have been more favorable for the parade in 
honor of the veterans of the Potomac army. 
The showers during the night laid all aust, and 
a brisk wind today tempered the rays of the 
clear-shining sun.

The streets were everywhere 
lined with thousands of people, and the appear- 
ance of the most prominent soldiers was greeted 
with great applause.

Edward Ev- 
erett, atew years before the Rebellion, alluding 
to that debate, did not overstate the value of 
the Union, but he lived long enough to learn 
that the power of argument and match- 
leas eloquence of Mr. Webster could not 
establish the superiority of the National 
Government, nor save the Union wh 
secessiun and slavery took up arms 
against them. It is now plain that there was 
no refuge from disunion in the paths of peace, 
no escape from slavery but war, and no way to 
maintain the General Government strong 
enough to uphold its authority, enforce the 
laws, and preserve the Union, but an appeal to 
the god of batties. 


LINCOLN, 


the central figure of the War, at the head of the 
loyal armies of the Union, not with the pen 
alone, but witb pen and sword, trusting always 
in God, got us out of the wilderness and saved 
for us and for mankind that immeasurabie 
biessing—our country. It is your happiness, 

ntlemen, to have served in the Army of the 

otomac during the great and inevitable conflict. 
That army was at the beginning of the struggie 
the largest army of the Union, and at the end of 
the War it was our oldest and still our largest 
army.

They Got Away with the Bank

tor Twenty-five Years,

KANSAS City, Mo., June 15.—The four Brook- 
field bank-robbers, Frank and James Mason, 
Winfield Allen, and G. Fox, reached Kansas 
City tonight in eharge of a special posse 
of officers, en route to the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary, where they are being taken to serve out 
the twenty-five years imprisonment to which 
they were sentenced today. The Brooktield 
Bank was robbed one week ago Wednesday last. 
By Saturday all of the four men were in the 
hands of the law. On Monday the men entered 
a plea of not guilty, but this morning this 
was withdrawn and one of guilty inserted. 
Judge Burgess, of Lynn County, immediately 
sentenced the men to the penitentiary for twen- 
ty-five years each, and in less than thirty min- 
utes afterward they were being taken to jail. 
They were interviewed tonignt, but did not com- 
plain of their sentence, one of them remarking 
it was well deserved. 

Linnevus, Mo., June 15.—The Tse bank 
robbers were lodged in the Lidheus jail. The 
grand jury returned indictments against all of 
them. Each entered the plea of not guilty. 
Yesterday their household goods were sold at 
auction on the streets of Kirksville, and almost 
everything brought enormous prices.

Interesting Letter from an Enthusi- 
astic Kansan on the Prolific 
Harvest. 


The Official Report for June of the 
Secretary of State of Mich- 


igan. 


The Shocking Devastations of the Army- 
Worm in the Harvestfields of 
Ohio. 


The Joyous Reports Now Coming from 
the Great State of Kansas. 
Spectal Correapondence of The Chicago Tribune 

Tork. Kas., June 13.—I see that the story of 
the pumpkin that couldn't be raised in Kansas 
because the vine grew so fast that it tired the 
pumpkin out is again on its rounds through the 
newspapers. The growth of that pumpkin-vine 
illustrates in a Western way the prolific yield of 
this year’s crops throughout the State. I have 
just returned from an extended trip along the 
line of the Atchison, Tope & Santa Fé Rail- 
road into the southwestern Younties, and | can 
truly say that the whole of the beautiful Arkan- 
sas Valley is almost glutted with golden grain. 
Never before, not even in 1878, was there a year 
of such glorious promise. The “oldest inhabit- 
ant” (never known to lie about the weather or 
the crops) says so, and with these eyes have I 
seen it. The wheat promises to be the largest 
and most valuable crop ever produced. Stop- 
ping off at the.chief agricultural centres aloug 


the line, I took long drives through the 
more remote districts. Everywhere the 
fields, unvexed by storm, unteased by pest of 
insect, swayed ripening for the harvest. There 
is little chance now of any calamity overtaking 
the wheat, uniess it be heavy rains, and as many 
of the farmers are already making ready for 
harvesting that danger is not great. The grain 
has beaded out well, so well in fact that one 
farmer with whom 1 talked was not sure the 
warm wheather would not force the kernel out 
of theshock and so promote the chances of * 
shellng. No chinch-bugs have been seen. 

made numerous inquiries for these industrious 


and destructive insects, Dut the cold and wet of 


some weeks since bad destroyed them. One 
yeoman with the American instinct for turning 
every substantive into a verb assu me 
certainly that none of the wheat was “ bugged.” 
THE ACREAGE 
of this cereal throughout the State probably 
will not exceed that of some former years; the 
yieid, however, Will be very heavy, present ap- 
arances indicating from twenty to forty 
usheis per acre. Much of the wheat will be cut 
with beaders. I saw scores of the machines in 
every town, plenty and more than plenty to 
secure the crop in season. Prevailing opinion 
is that prices will be low. 

Corn was backward everywhere, but bad a good 
stand. The fieids I nad noticed as I went west 
showed better on my return, baving yielded to 
the strengthening iafiuence of sunshine and 
blue sky during the intervening days. A short 
time since this crop was in doubt, butits color 
now is good andits growth prosperous. Where 
corn had been put in in former years sugar-cane 
had been planted in numerous instances, its 
value as a winter feed and its hardy nature com- 
mending it to stock-raisers in preference to 
maize. Butof the growth and culture of this 
new product more anon. The rye-fields bad 
grown luxuriously. I saw acres and acres 
whereon the crop, still push upwards, had al- 
ready reached a higbt of five feet.

SUGAR-CANE PROSPECTS. 


From the last few years’ experience, the Kan- 
sas farmer has learned that in this, as well asin 
most other countries, it is not wise to depend 
wholly on the growth of asingle crop. A tend- 
ency toja mixed husbandry is now general, es- 
pecially ln the Western and therefore higher 
districts. The soil of the State havi been 
shown to be perfectly adapted to the production 
of amber cane, its cultivation bas rapidly spread, 
and sugar-cape has become a staple of the State. 
Though but two yoars bave gone by since the 
first experiment with sorghum was made, both 
farmers and stockmen cultivate it with the 
most satisfactory results. Local mills and re- 
tineries are erecting for the transformation of 
the cane into sugar and sirup; while the sheep- 
raisers, findmg that an acre of cane is the equiv- 
alent of an acre of corn for fodder, prefer it for 
winter feed for their flocks,and either raise or 
buy it. As Southwest Kansas, with its fine sum- 
mer and winter grasses, pure atmosphere. short, 
mild, and dry winters, abundance of water. 
and thnoroughly-drained soil, is a sort of 
stock-raieer’s idorado it was in the 
sheep counties I saw the largest cane-fields. ** is 
ita sure crop to raise?” I asked. Les,“ was 
the answer, “both sure and profitabie. No 
drouth can affect it, and it is almost the only seed

The cost of cul- 
tivating be reckoned at about $2 per acre at an 
outside figure, and he could readily have sold 
the crop on the ground to the sheepmen in his 
neighborhood fur more than double that amount.

I may 
be allowed to add that my Illinois friend’s cane 
yielded twelve tons to the acre, and that he was 
paid a trifle less than $2 a ton when he disposed 
ol it to the local manufacturer. It is only fair 
to say that there was considerable difficulty to 
contend with at harvest time, there being no 
labor-saving machinery of any kind then avail- 
able for cutting the seed and stalk.

LANSING, June 14.—Returns were received by 
the Secretary of State from 979 correspondents, 
representing 714 townships. Five hundred 
ninety-three of these returns are from 
tiers of 


deg. F., on the 2d 30 deg., on the 15th 31 deg., and 
on the 23d 34 deg. The average temperature for 
the month was 53.10 deg. as compared with 66.94 
deg. in May, 1881. Tue average temperature of 
May for the fifteen years, 1864-78. at the State 
Agricultura College, was 58.10 deg. Rain fell 
on twelve days to the amount of 4.33 inches, as 
compared with 1.85 inches in the month of April. 

Wheat during the month of May not only 
maintained its condition, but in the latter part 
of the month greatly increased in vitality.

The reports also show 
that the number of sheep in the same townsbips 
in 1882 was 1,870,385, which is 3.8 per cent more 
than the number sheared in 1881. If there bas 
been a corresponding increase in the remaining 
townships there will be 2,175,083 sheep sheared 
in the State the present year, and the total clip 
at the above average per head will be 11,875,680

The Terrible Devastations of the Army 
1 Worm in Ohio. 
Svecial Disvatcs o The Uhicago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., June 15.—The army-worm has 
appeared in this county and the one adjoining on 
the north, and is doing much damage, particu- 
lariy to the barley fields. Through this region 
parley is one of the principal crops, owing to the 
excelient market that is afforded for it by the 
Cincinnati breweries. It is estimated that over 
1,000,000 bushels of barley were raised last yoar 
within the region where the worm has ap- 
peared, and, owing to the devastation already 
accomplished, not more than a fifth of a crop 
will be gathered this year. Some of the brew- 
ers have grown a part of the barley they have 
consumed themselves. The Lion brewery had 
225 acres. One of the firm returning today says

and there will be nothing to harvest. The 
Moerlein brewry had 150 acres of barley grow- 
ing, which is reported as all destroyed. The 
Dayton brewery had several large fields which 
the worms have swept clean. The loss seems all 
the more depiorabie for the reason that the crop 
was just ripening when the Worms appeared. 
Farmers who have sought to save their fields by 
barvesting the crop at once have gained nothing. 
The worms attack the grain that is cut and 
bound in bundles quite as quick as that which 
is still standing, and devour it in a night.

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Still striving to Patch the Trouble 
Over the Kansas City Rates.

The Western Indiana Will Build No 
1 Branch to Hyde Park. 


— 


Trying to Restore Passenger-Rates Be- 
tween Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City. 

The General Managers Of the roads 
from Chicago and St. Louis to Kansas City held 
a meeting yesterday at Commissioner Midgiey’s 
office in the Lakeside Building for the purpose 
of trying to stop the war 00 passenger-rates to 
St. Louis and Kansas City and to bring about an 
advance in those rates. The present rate to St. 
Louis from Chicago is $4 and to Kansas City $5. 
¥rom Chicago to Kansas City the rate is #5, and 
from St. Louis to Kansas City 64. These rates 
have prevailed ever since the Wabash opened its 
Chicago extension for business about two years 
ago. The reascn the rates were kept ever since 
at such low figures was on account of the large 
amount of unlimited tickets sold when the war 
broke out between the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Lines two years ago at exceptionabiy low 
tigures. To prevent these tickets from being 
thrown upon the market to the detriment of the 
lines which bad sold no unlimited tickets during 
the prevalence of the war the rates had to be 
kept at fieures nearly as low as those at 
which the unlimited tickets were sold. Ali 
efforts to tind mea by which 
the outstanding uniimi tickets could 
be redeemed or put out of the way have thus 
far failed. Most of the unlimited tickets were 
sold by the Wabash and the Alton. The latter 
has frequently staved that it would consent to 
any plan for the redemption of the unlimited 
tickets, but the Wabash Claimed that it could 
not redeem its outstanding tickets, but would 
consent to any arrangement by which the diffi- 
culties in the way of restoring the rates could be 
surmounted. About two Months ago efforts 
were made by the 8. Louis lines to 
get the Chicago roads to at least oon 
sent to an advance im the rates 
Chicago to Kansas City to $7.50 an advance of 
$2.50 tor the purpose of equalizing the through 
rates, as under the present arrangement 
Chicago lines were getting the buix of the 
Kaneus City business. This scheme would have 

one throngb but for the opposition of the 

urlington, which demanded that if aujadvance 
in rates was made it should be to ante-war 
figures and that berore doing this some dis- 
position should be made of the larger amount 
of unlimited tickets still iu the hangs of specu- 
lators and others. 

The st. Louis roads, and particularly the Wa- 
bash, having become decidedly sick of the pres- 
ent state of affairs, called this meeting for the 
purpose of renewing the efforts to bring about 
an advance in the present rates, either to ad- 
vance the rates sufficiently to place Chicago and 
St. Louis on the same footing or to restore rates 
to full ante-war figures. There were present at 
the meeting K. K. Cable, Rock Island; C. KH. 
Chappell, Alton; J. C. Gault, Wabash; A. A. 
Taimage, Missouri Paciie; and J. C. Tucker, 
lilinois Central. 

The subject was discussed all day without 
coming to any definit conclusion. The Bur- 
lington still refused to take any part in the pro- 
ceedings unless its demands for redeeming the 
outstanding tickets or to get them out of the 
way in any other manner aud that full rates 
should then be established were complied with. 

Various plans for settiing the dificuities were 
proposed, but none of them seemed to be en- 
tirely satisfactory or practicable. It was finally 
proposed that the business should be pooled and 
that the unlimited tickets now outstand- 
ing should be accounted for to the 
pool, and that the loss resulting there- 
from should principally be borne dy 
the roads issuing them. This also did not meet 
the approval of all the lines, and partieulariy 
the Wabash, when it was found that the Alton 
had more unlimited tickets at reduced rates 
outstanding than the Wabash. It was finally 
agreed to refer the matter to the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the various lines, who are to 
meet this morning and devise ways and means 
by which the troubles could be surmounted and 
rates restored, and report the result of their de- 
liberations to the General Managers. 


The Western Indiana Not Responsible 
for the Defeat of the Illinois Central's 
Scheme to Build a South Chicago 
Branch, 

President J. B. Brown, of the Western Indiana 
Railroad, denies the truth of the reports that 
his company has been instrumenta| in defeating 
the scheme for the building of a South Chicago 
branch by the Illinois Central. Mr. Brown says 
bis company gave up the project of building a 
lake-shore line to South Chicago before the or- 
dinance for building such a line was granted to 
the lilinois Central Raliroed Oompany. His 
company, Mr. Brown says, bas had the same ex- 
perience in this matter as the Lilinois Cen- 
tral. The Trustees of Hyde Park 
and the propertyholders titioned 
his company to buiid such a line and made all 
sorts of promises, but as soon as the project had 
taken some shape they went back on all their 
promises and tbrew ali possible obetacles in the 
way of carrying out the project. He did not 
propose to build the line under such embar- 
rassing circumstances, and the entire project 
was dropped as far as his company was con- 
cerned, and since that time he had taken no in- 
terest in the matter nor done anything to pre- 
vent the Illinois Central from building the line. 
It is immaterial to the Western Indiana, Mr. 
Brown says, whether the Ulinois Central buiids 
the proposed South Chicago line or not, as it has 
no idea of taking up the project again after tne 
experiences it has had. 


No Change to Be Made in Rates on 
Dressed Beet Shipped in Small Re- 
frigerators. 

The Freight Agents of the roads leading east 
from this city held a meeting yesterday at the 
Baltimore & Ohio office for the purpose of tak- 
ing some action in regard to rates on dressed 
beef shipped in small refrigerators. 

On dressed beef shipped in small refrigera- 
tors the railroads charge gross weight, that is 
they charge for the weight of the refrigerator 
the same as for the beef it contains. The ship- 
pers bave been complaining for some time past 
that such charge is unjust and they demanded a 
change in the rate. 

The raiiroads contend that it is but. just that 
they should charge gross weight since they bad 
to carry refrigerators inside refrigerator cars, 
the same as dressed beef shipped in bulk. They 
decided to keep the rates as they are for the 
present, not deem the complaints of the 
shippers justified under the circumstances. 


Remarkable Results in the Red Bive 
Valley. * 

The magnificent agricultural results achieved 
in the Red River Valley in Northwestern Minne- 
sota and Northeastern Dakota, says the Pioncer- 
Press, have caused such a tide of emigration to 
the tavored region that the Government lands 
which are available under the preémption, 
homestead, and tree-culture acts are nearly all 
occupied. As an instance of the immense influx 
of settlers, the Grand Forks land district, which 
covers lll townships in the northeastern por- 
tion of Dakota, was established in 1880, and of 
the total 2,457,440 acres only 266,262 acres re- 
mained untaken on June 1, 182. During the 
firat year, 1880, there were 1,062,230 acres taken 
up, and in 1881 there were 1,128,948 acres entered 
upon. Premising that each settler took as much 
land as he is entitied to under the Government 
laws, an interesting calculation of the increase 
in population can be made. 

Every settler has a right to either a pre- 
emption anda tree-culture claim, or the latter 
in connection with a homestead, each combina- 
tion amounting to 320 acres. But only one tree- 
claim can be taken in a section, hence there 
were 3.423 of such claims available and 
taken in the district, each representing an in- 
dividual. The figures, however, indicate but 
one-third of the new comers, as, after the fortu- 
nate settler has taken his homestead or pre- 
emption and tree-claim, there still remain two 
more quarter sections procurable under the 
other acts. Thus on the 2,101,175 acres, or 3,423 
sections, entered through te Grand Forks of- 
fice, there must have been no less than 10,269 in- 
dividuals, and, allowing only three persons as 
the average number ina settier’s family, it is 
seen that 30,3807 people have found homes in this 
prolific district, which covers an area of only 
about forty-two by ninety miles, during the 
two seasons. Supposing Wat each of these 
10,269 fréehoiders has only forty acres in wheat, 
a total of 8,215,200 bushels would be produced at 
twenty bushels per acre. Surely itis time the

The building of the North- 
ern Pacitic for 800 miles through Montana is go- 
ing to work a revolution in the affairs of the 
Territory, the importance of which can hardiy 
be overestimated. With your small population 
you have only been able to scratch the surface 
of your resources. By the time the next census 
is taken your population will, I predict, be near- 
ly ten times what it was in 1880.“

An inves- 
tigation made in the premises, however, by a 
TRIBUNE reporter showed pretty conclusively 
that the circumstances were not mysterious at 
all. J. W. Benjamin, a marbie and monument 
dealer of Courtiand, N. Y., arrived at the Briggs 
House Monday night.

A Visit to the New Home for Boys at 
Feehanvilie, Near Despiaines. 

A more cheerful day or better weather could 
not have been chosen than that which was 
vouchsafed yesterday to the guests who went 
out to Desplaines to inspect the farm recently 
purchased for St. Mary's Training-School for 
Boys, and which is now known as Feehanville. 
Brother Teliow, the founder of this noble char-

Caslin the farmer. Besides these there are 
Brothers Polycarp and Ambrose in charge of the 
boys now there. They bave planted already out 
of the 440 acres eighty acres of corn, about thir- 
ty-uve acres of potatoes. teu acres of root-erops, 
including beets, carrots, turnips, etc., and ten 
acres of cucumbers. Besides these there are 
two large and promising vegetable gardens 
started. It will thus be seen that the gbod peo- 
ple in charge have not been idle.

AMUSEMENTS. 


The New American Opera of “ Zenobia.” 

Before an audience that completely filled the 
spacious auditorium of Central Music-Hall the 
heroic opera of “ Zenobia; or, The Fall of Pal- 
myra received ite first representation last 
night. It was given in concert form without the 
accessories of scenery and costume, the assist- 
ance of the varied resources of the stage ma- 
chinist’s art, or the illusory effects which give 
the story of a dramatic or lyric com tion the 
realism it requires to bold the atten of the 
aditor and interest him in the gradual develop- 
mentof the plot. Under these circumstances, 
while it is possible to form an opinion of the 
music of Zenobia and to judge of its merits 
as an original composition, it would be mani- 
festiy unfair, if not actually impossible, to 
estimate its rank as an opera or musical 
drama representing passionate action,” and 
written to be not merely sung, but acted, 
That it would be more effective and the libretto 
or text receive fairer treatment and better de- 
velopment,the author's purpose and idea obtain a 
truer exposition if rendered as an operatic work 
instead of as a cantata, is an axiomistic state- 
ment requiring no argument for its verification. 
It was impossible, however, to present “Zeno- 
bia” in its proper guise, so its composer has sub- 
mitted it for a popular verdict in the best form 
he could devise. Of the details of last nignt’s 
performance we shall have more to say further 
on, giving first some of the results of a careful 
and thorough examination of the score, whick 
bas been published for several weeks. It may 
be said, en passant, that the claim made for Ze- 
nobia that it is the “first’’ grand opera by an 
American composer is not strictly correct. Mr. 
Frey's Leonora was successfully given many 
years ago and found marked favor in musi- 
cal circles not only here but in Ena- 
land. Bristow’s “Rip Van Winkle,“ Maret- 
zek's (a naturalized American)“ Bride of Messi 
na,” Hamlet,“ and “Sleepy Hollow,” Dudley 
Buck’s operettas, ** Don Munio” and Deseret’’— 
these are operatic works by American composers, 
and nearly all pretending to the same rank as 


“ Zenobia,”’ although they do not, it is true, claim | 


to represent a purely American school. The 
term “heroic” applies rather to the theme than 
to the composition itself. Mr. 8. G. Pratt, the 
author of the libretto of “ Zenobia,” and also the 
composer of its score, is a well-known musician 
of this city who has written several piano pieces, 
at least one symphony, and, unless we are mis- 
taken, one other operatic composition prior to 
* Zenobia.” 

In selecting a theme for his opera Mr. Pratt 
was particularly fortunate. The story of Zenobia 
is a grand one, and, as told by Mr. Ware, filled with 
dramatic incidents." Mr. Pratt has shown no 
little literary abilityin his adaptation of the 
narrative to his musical work, and some of his 
versification is entitled to considerable praise for 
its poetic merits and the strong, terse English 
in which the climactric effects are reached. 
The time of the opera is about the 
year 263 A. D., during the reign of the Roman 
Emperor Aurelian; the scene is laid in Paimyra, 
which is governed by a learned and beautiful 
queen—Zenobia. The latter ventures to defy 
the Roman power, and to engage in a contest 
for independence. She is defeated, and the 
opera begins just prior to the retreat of Zenobia 
and her army within the walis of Palmyra, fol- 
lowed by the Romans. It is early mornma, and 
the worship of the Sun upon the steps of the 
great temple proceeds with prayers for Zenobia's 
triumph and the defeat of their enemies. Soon 
the defeated army rushes through the gates in 
disorder, and scarcely has Zabdas, the command- 
er, time to relate the story of the battle of An- 
tioch when the Queen, with her daughter Julia, 
and officers arrive; these are quickly followed 
by a Roman fruce-bearer, whose summons to 
surrender is spurned by the Queen with great 
dignity. Zabdas is in love with Julia, 
and hopes to win ber hand in wmar- 
riage by his valor in the war, 
although Julia herself is in love with and be- 
ioved by Aurelian. Zenobia, seeking to escape 
from Paimyra, is captured by the Roman sol- 
diers through the treachery of Zabdas. The 
Emperor returos with bis prisoners in triumph 
to Rome, and Zenobia is held a prisoner awaiting 
the fatal day of the triumphal procession and 
execution. During this time news is received 
of the brutal siaughter of the Roman guards 
left in Palmyra to represent the Koman Empire 
and in revenge the city is given over to the 
flames. While a prisoner, the queenly bearing 
and womanly character of Zenobia wins the favor 
of all. until a feeling of pity and sympathy takes 
the place of revenge in the hearts of the people. 
The Emperor's desire to spare Zenobia’s life 
is permitted by the legions, but they insist 
on baving her march in the triumphal proces- 
sion. When the royal captives reach the throne, 
tne cry of “pardon” by the populace, which bas 
grown more and more emphatic, merges into the 
triumpbant song of immortality, which Longi- 
nus, Julia, and Zenobia continue singing, and at 
its close a chorus of youths bearing palm leaves 
come forward asking for mercy. This gives 
Aurelian the opportunity offered, and he pro- 


No attempt at historical accuracy has been 
made in the text except as regards the chief 
situations and events. To limit the number of 
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succeeded in bis professed attempt to produce 
a work original in style and distinctively Amer- 
ican. Now it may be postulated that there is no 
such thing as a distinctively American 
“school” in music. Mr. Pratt was therefore 
obliged to show his musical ability by carefully 
assimilating toreign elements. And here we are 
compelled to think that Mr. Pyatt has failed. It 
is easy, in “Zenobia,” to trace the influence of 
Verdi and of Wagner—the Italian and German 
schools—but we fail to discover the evolution of 
a pew or American style as the result of the ad- 
mixture of the better qualities of the foreign 
schools with American originality. So illy bas 
Mr. Pratt digested the styles from which he has 
derived his chief sustenance that he might be 
called a musical dyspeptic. 

As is generally the case with copyists, Mr. 
Pratt furnishes the outward form of the modeis 
without a trace of their spirit. Examine pages 
34. 97, and 110 of the piano score and what do you 
find? Merely the inanities of Italian operatic 
music! No sweet melodies or simple har- 
monies—both characteristic of Italian music. 
Mr. Pratt’s melodic invention impresses us as 
rather meagre and his melodic constructive 
power purely mechanical, a theme or phase be- 
ing generally repeated by sequences of two 
measures. Wagner, even more than Verdi, has 
been this composer's sponsor. His influence is 
coostantly visible—it is found in the introduc- 
tion of leading motives, in the harmonic treat- 
ment, in the construction of the Finales. 

Zenobia presents us a number of themes 
or leading-motifs of unequal merit. Among 
the best take that of Longinus, page 16, first meas- 
ure from the mysterious depth below”; it is 
dignified in keeping with the philosopher's char- 
acter. Equaily good perhaps are the first two 
measures of Sindarina’s recitation and air (page 
68). Two more themes deserve especial mention: 
the one being the first measure on page 59, the 
other on page 63, measufés four and five. On 
page 48 (first two measures of the accompani- 
ment) we find a theme which is used extensively 
in the sequel. This theme is taken directly from 
the Prayer in Wagner's “Rienzi”! Of all these 
themes the development is far more mechanical 
than musical, or, to put it more forcibly perbaps, 
artisan-like rather than artistic. Wecome now 
to what seems to us to be Mr. Pratt’s funda- 
mental fault, a desire to be original, 
no matter what the cost, or, as the French ex- 
press it, a tout prix.” This fault is particu- 
larly noticeable in this composer's harmoniza- 
tion and modulation. We are willing to admit 
that the field of harmony has been widely ex- 
tended during the past century, and that new 
ideas must be clothed in new language. We can 
even go further, andacknowledge that Wagner’s 
innovations in harmony are fully justified, but 
still we are obliged to acknowledge that some of 
Mr. Pratt’s barmonies are beyond our compre- 
hension or apprehension. Compared with Pratt 
Wagner is in some respects but another Rossini. 


Instances of Mr. Pratt’s absurd modulations are 


to be found on almost every one of the 203 pages 
of the score. Amoug the most noteworthy take 
the examples on pages 1. 2, 4, 7, 10, 14, 15, 17, 20, 
21, 24, ete. The most remarkable example per- 
haps is that on page 159. In Longinus’ air, Calm 
and Serene,” there are modulations of 
frightful proportions written to a text calling 
for tne simplest harmonies. There is not a 
singer in this city could sing the first four meas- 
ures of this air at sight, and if he does succeed 
after repeated failures he will only to wonder 
why they were so written. This tendency of Mr. 
Pratt's—to strained modulation—mars our en- 
joyment of the really meritorious numbers of 
the work. The Priests’ chorus, for example (No. 
D., opens in a simple, solemn manner, but is soon 
ruined by the forced unnatural method aliuded 
to. The theme of No. 7 is grandly deflant—its 
theme makes us converts to the principle that 
** discretion is the better part of valor.” 

As regards rhythm, Mr. Pratt in general shows 
ability. We do not accept his apparent dictum 
that a chorus breathing defiance or a stately 
procession should be written in mazurka rhythm, 
nor is the waltz rhythm adapted to the expres- 
sion of exuberant joy (No. 37). 

The musical terms Mr. Pratt has seen fit to use 
in this work show a perplexing and indiscrimi- 
nate application of Italian and French nomen- 
clature. As for the misprints, they are as num- 
berless as the hairs on one’s head. 

Criticism being both positive and negative, we 
turn for a moment to the positive merits of the 
work, pointing out its best numbers. It may be 
somewhat generally said that the numbers in- 
crease in merit relatively as the composer the 
less strives to be original. We like best of all, 
perhaps, No. 8 “Oh, Weary Heart.” The 
recitative well expresses the meditative 
mood of Zenobia. The air following is tender 
and full of contrasts, the accompaniment pleas- 
ing and suggestive. No. 9. Egypt in Slumber 
Song,” reminds us very strongly of Verdi's 
Aida.“ but is both attractive and sweet, while 
the odd harmonization becomes cbarac- 
teristic. “Ob, Immortality” (No. 3) de 
serves to be mentioned with praise, and 
there are many creditable passages in 
Nos. 1, 3, 5, 6, 12, 22, 23, 32, and W. It is 
difficult to explain the introduction of the Jew- 
ish peddler's chorus in polka time, the music of 
which is not above the plane of negro-minstrel- 
sy. isthis an American feature In fine: While 
“Zenobia”’ contains some musical numbers of 
undoubted merit, it is the creation of a man 
who is odd rather than original, who has poorly 
digested the ideas of others, and whose abilities 
are decidedly inferior to his aspirations. ‘*Ze- 
nobia cannot be considered a specifically 
American work, for it contains neither unity of 
style nor originality of thought. , 

We have given so much space to a criticism of 
the music that but little room is left for an an- 
alysis of last night's performance. Our opinion 
of the opera is based upon a careful study of 
the score. This much was due to Mr. 
Pratt as a local composer and on account 
of the ambitious nature of the work he under- 
took. The audience appeared to fully appreci- 
ate the labor he has bestowed upon the opera of 
which he is theauthor. It was somewhat cut 
in the representation, Dut might have been re- 
duced even more, and thus bave been less 
tedious than it necessarily became after three 
hours of steady listening. There was a delay in 
commencing which should have been avoided. 
Chorus and orchestra were promptly in their 
places on time, but it was twenty minutes after 
8 before three of the soloists came on the stage, 
and more than balf-past 8 before Mr. Pratt ap- 
peared. Once started, however, and the opera 
moved along without any unnecessary waits.

The news that has come lately to hand from 
Mandalay reveals as hideous a picture of crime 
and diabolical cruelty asthe human mind can 
conceive. All the flendish atrocities which dis- 
graced Theebaw’'s accession to the throne have 
tound a parallel in those lately enacted in the 
Mandalay Palace. The principal agent in the 
murders has been the Chief Queen, Soopayahlat. 
Theebaw must this time be held guiltless of all 
that has taken place within his palace walls 
within the past three wecks. The King has al- 
lowed bimselt to be ruled by bis strong-minded 
Queen, so that the real government of Upper 
burmah is now vested in the Soopayahiat. And 
how well has this woman used her powers! Une 
of ber first acts was to wreak her vengeance on 
the rival who had supplanted her. During the 
Chief Queen's last confinement the Kimg dad 
made himself particularly agreeable to the 
granddaughter of the old Kampat Mingyee, and 
even went the length of making ber a 
Queen. But when the Soopayahiat was herself 
again she made it so uncomfortable for the 
royai husvand that he was forced to put bis new 
wife away. Not content with this 2 the 
Queen prevailed on ber weak- minded husband 
to have the new Queen punished, and she car- 
ried ber point so far as to persuade the King to 
order herrival to be beaten with rods. The un- 
fortunate young Queen was dragged into the 
presence of the Soopayabiat, and, though tar ad- 
vanced in pregnancy, was inhumanily beaten to 
death with clubs, the Queen caimly sitting out 
the entire scene.

There are 
regulations about the temperature of the water, 
and about the time the bathing public is allowed 
to stay in the water. I have bad three boys ata 
time going there,and what they complained 
about was only their being obliged to leave the 
water before they were satistied; the half-hour 
rule was frequently enforced on them. 

l satisfied that the temperature at which 
the water in the tank is usuaily ke 76 to 78 
degrees—is not at all injurious to health, even if 
you stay in for a whole hour, especially if it is 
taken into consideration that the person bath- 
ing is always in motion. Now if somebody 
comes and tells you that a boy died a 
weck after baving been at a swimming-school, 
is this proof ot the frequenting of that school 
being tne cause of death? Did that boy not die 
after taking the doctor's medicine, or after 
taking dinner? And supposing the exercise and 
bath at that school were really the cause of the 
boy's sickness that ended in death, would any- 
body blame the school. for it? Isit not more 
natural to trust to people of common sense in 
regard to thetime they ought to stay in the 
water, especially when there is a warning on the 
part of the school ollicers to conform to the 
rules? 

Jam not in favor of calling on the authorities 
for beip to regulate the temperature in a bath- 
ing tank or eowpelling boys to go out ot the 
water, unless you want to employ a policeman 
for every boy or a doctor to superintend baths.

A Defense of the Suimming- Schools. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHIcAao, June 16.— The severe and sweeping 
criticism upon the management of Mr. Kadisn's 
swimming-schools, which appeared in your pa- 
per this morning over the signature of a well- 
known physician, would seem, in justice to 
these establishments, to call for some comment. 
I bave been familiar with the management of 
these school since they were first opened. Sev- 
eral members of my family, adults as well as 
children, have taken lessons there, and not only 
have none of them been the worse for so doing, 
but all were benefited in health at the. same 
time that they acquired an accomplishment that 
every person should possess. I have also re- 
peatediy recommended parents to send their 
children to the school, although if the child were 
delicate I have taken the precaution myself 
to fix the time that the child should 
remain in the water, and these instructions 
have always been N observed by the 
teachers in charge. Ihave known only one or 
two instances when children were injured by 
the swimming lessons and in these cases the 


blame rested with the parents who themselves. 


allowed the children to remain longer in the 
water than I bad deemed prudent. The advice 
of the family physician is undoubtedly desir- 
abie in these cases, and this the proprietors 
always follow. In cases where no instructions 
bave been given they carefully apsist upon the 
child staying no longer in the water than a 
child of average vitality can safely remain. I 
have heard that there were other causes for the 
sickness of young Crawford than bis visit to 
the Natatorium, but of this I bave no per- 
sonal knowledge. But even if his sickness 
were due to his having remained too long in the 
water, it no more foliews that the swimming- 
schools should be closed than it follows that fruit 
sbould be excluded from our markets because 
death has sometimes followed the eating of too 
much fruit. More persons are benetited by the 
use of fruit than are injured by it, and the 
Board of Health might with about as much 
reason be called upon to appoint inspectors to 
dictate to each person the amount ot fruit he 
shall at auy time be permitted to eat, as to ap- 
point inspectors to be in attendance at the 
swimming -schoois to dictate the exact length of 
time that each particular child shall be alloWed 
to remain in the water. The family physician 
should be consulted in cases of doubt, and, as I 
have already said, the public can depend upon 
the doctor's instructions 1 carried out by 
the teachers in charge. ©. M. Firon, M. D.

PASTEUR AT HOME, 


The Germ Theory in Practice—Inocu- 
lating Animals, and Watching the 
Progress of Cruel Maladies upon 
Them. 

Correspondence Boston Journal. 

Paris, May 22.—Since the reception of M. Pas- 
teur at the French Academy the other day, and 
his brilliant speech, in which he disclaims any 
inteuuon as a scientific man of “ denying the in- 
Unit,“ or refusing to believe in God, he has bee n 
the lion of Paris. The illustrated papers bave 
been filled with his pictures, and not only the 
scientific but the political press bas pub- 
lished columns about him. Pasteur’s theo- 
ries are sufficiently well known in Awmeri- 
ca to need no attempt on my part at an analy- 
sis of them. But as all the experiments 
of the eminent analyst are of the most vital in- 
terest to humanity, and as these experiments 
may now be said to be approaching the point at 
which bis theory is to prove a triumphant suc- 
cess, I have thought it best to tell you what he 
says himself about his recent labors. In M. 
Eroest Renan's address of reception at the 
Academy, an address which was naturally a 
eulogy of the life and work of Pasteur, the great 
Orientalist made use of the following words: 
“At this moment you are epgaged upon the 
study of hydrophobia. You are digging out the 
economic principle of it, and you will find it. 
Humanity will owe to you the suppression of a 
horrible malady, and also of a curious anomaly, 
I mean of the suspicion which is always a trifle 
mingled with our caressgs bestowed on the 
animal known as the friend of man.” Un- 
doubtedly it would be no small boon if Mr. Pas- 
teur could do away with mad-dogs; but he will 
accomplish much more than this. The series of 
efforts which he is making are leading directly 
up to the nal development of the germ the- 


ory. 

Mr. Pasteur’s laboratory, in which be remains 
about sixteen bours out of every twenty-four, 
isin the Rue d@’Uim. In the rear of the larger 
apartment is a den, out of which the great man 
pops his head only when some pertinacious 
visitor succeeds in getting by M. Chamberiane, 
the chier of the laboratory, and the author of a 
remarkable work, entitled“ Mierobes, and Their 
Role in the Production of Maladies. Pasteur's 
appearance Bas been frequentiy described 
in these columns. He is at present suf- 
fering from ili health; in fact, as he 
said to a gentieman who called upon 
him the other morning: “I may say that one- 
half of my body is paralyzed. I ruined wy health 
in trying to attain my aim in giving back life 
and activity to the silk industry, which is one of 
the glories of our country and one of the chief 
sources of its commercial importance. For the 
last six years I have spent a great part of my 
time in experiments with regard to silks, and I 
have felt my bealth ebbing siowly away. Some 
fifteen years ago, when it was first made. public 
that | nad the idea of making observations on the 
liquids extracted from the chrysalis, and dis- 
cerning by these means the g from bad 
grain of silk worms, everybody shru his 
shoulders. What a dream it is, they said, to put 
microscopes, scientificand delicate lastvemente. 
into the hands of peasants on a farm! It is not 
practicable. But the experiments silenced all 
these criticisms and objections. The micro- 
scope bas now become a common instrument in 
the silk industry, and is handied with especiai 
aptitude by the women operatives. As I have 
already sa d. in the preface of my book on silk- 
worms, the role of the infinitly little appears to 
me infinitly great, both as causing divers con- 
tagious maladies and as contributing to the de- 
com position and return into the atmosphere of 
all that which has existed. 

“It was by means of this system that I found 
out the causes of the maladies of wines and 
beers, the real theory of the formation of vine- 
gar,and as a consequence of this | have made 
known the means of preserving witb absolute 
certainty organic matters, and transporting 
them witbout risk of decomposition. Before my 
time the production of these ‘infinitly little,“ 
variously called bacteria, microbes, etc., was 
little understood. The part which they play 
in the economy of nature was unknown and 
was carried to the account of spontaneous gen- 
eration. Nevertheless, this production is the 
cause, if not of all certainly of a great number, 
of contagious diseases. These beings, invisible 
to the naked eye, constitute a virus which is 
extremely dangerous. Iteven causes death, as 
the great malady of charbon has proved. I have 
discovered that it is possible to render these 
microscopic beings inoffensive. 1 dave also 
found that virus reduced may become an actual 
preservative, a veritable vaccine to be opposed 
to the development of virus which is in its na- 
ture mortal. It was io this way that | came to 
invent the vaccination with charbon of domes- 
ticated animals. | hope,“ he addea, us it the 
labor to accomplish Were almost too great to 
contemplate with calmness, I hope af ldéast to 
find a means of vaccination for preventing the 
yellow fever, plague, hydrophobia, etc.” 

And what,’ said the visitor, is the result of 
the experiments which you have recently been 
making on bydrophobia?”’ ‘ 

“If you desire.“ said M. Pasteur, “we will go 
down into the cellar where the animals inocu- 
lated with the rage are, and you can there soon 
see for yourself. 

The visitor descended into the basement in 
company with M. Pasteur, with certain uncom- 
fortable sensations in the calvesof his legs, fear- 
ing a possibile encounter with some one of the 
inoculated dogs; and he found himself ina 
vast collar, into which light and air were poured 
through great tunnels. immense cages were 
ranged round the sides of this subterranean 
apartment, and in each of these cages was 
a dog. Here were all sorts of canines—the bull- 
dog, the terrier, the spaniel, the le, ete. 
Over each cage was a placard indicating the day 
of the inoculation of the animal. Up to this 
time,” said M. Pasteur, “I have been able to 
discover but little; still, I consider it a first step. 
Betore I began my experiments it was be- 
lieved that hydrophobia could be communi- 
cated only by the saliva, and people were fre- 
quently astonished at seeing dogs that had 
been bitten by mad dogs remain, sometimes all 
their lives, without manifesting any symptoms 
of the dreadful malady. I have discovered the 
virus of hydrophobia in the brain of the dog, in 
the spinal marrow, and in the whole of the nerv- 
ous system generally. One drop of this virus, 
preserved from contact with the microbes of the 
atmosphere and introduced into the brain of a 
healtby dog, invariably gives him hydrophobia, 
and be dies of it within fifteen days. 

Look.“ said M. Pasteur, here is an animai 
inoculated with the virus about ten days ago. 
Just put your foot up to his cage.“ The visitor 
did so, but with fear and trembling. “You see 
he licks your foot with every manifestation of 
affection. In two days he will be dead. He is 
now ip that period of affectionate manifestation 
whicb generally precedes by two or three days 
the period of violence, in which he will bite 
anytbing that comes near him. Here is 
another one. Just give a kick at his cage. See 
how he springs at you! He will die tomorrow. 
Notice his barsh and curious barking. He is af- 
fected with hallucinations, and no longer 
nizes anybody. He was inoculated just four-

AMERICAN OIL-FIELDS. 


Scientists Predicting Their Exhaustion 
in Four Wears, and the Prediction 
Poohpoohed by Practical Men. 

New York World, June . 

Prof. R. W. Raymond, of Brooklyn, was one of 
the speakers at the dinner of the Brooklyn Rev- 
enue Reform Club on Wednesday evening last. 
Among other things Prof. Raymond is reported 
to have “cited the petroleum industry as pre- 
senting the extraordinary spectacie of over- 
production so great as to reduce the value of a 
barrelful of oil to 50 odd cents, while at the same 
time the whole industry was rapidly drawing 
near a ciose—four years beimg the period in 
which the known remaining oil territory would 
probabiy be exhausted, on the reasonable as- 
sumption that it was as good but no better than 
that which had been exhausted and abandoned 
heretofore.”’ 

“That is substantially correct,” said Prof. 
Raymond when shown the quotation. “ The oil- 
field, as it is termed, has been clearly defined 
and accurately ascertained by actual geological 
surveys. The extent and limits of the deposit 
has been determined by drilling, and it has been 
found that at the outer edge of the belt the re- 
sult of boring has been to produce only gas and 
not oll. This belt extends diagonally across 
Pennaylvauia anda short distance into New 
York in Allegany and Cattaraugus Counties. It 
is about 20 miles long and twenty-five miles 
wide, and contains about 4,250 square miles. 
This, in brief, is a comprehensive statement 
of what may now be definitly set down as the 
‘known remainoi oil region.’ argu- 
ment in support of this theory is detailed at 
length in a paper read by Mr. Henry E. 
Wrigiey, C. E., of Philadelphia, at the meeting 
of the American Institute of Mining Engineers 
held in Washington in February last. The pres- 
ent situation and future outlook of che industry 
is thus summed up by Mr. Wrigiey. After stat- 
ing the amount of territory already exhausted 
and abandoned, the average life of an oil-pro- 
ducing well, which he says is less than four 
years, the aggregate product so far, and ex- 
tent of territory yet remaining, de says:

It is only neceskary to add that the present 
yearly out- put is over 256,000,000 barreis.”’ 

Further on in your speeeh you say that the 
result bas been 4 wanton and wicked squander- 
ing of precious treasure—a destruction more 
disastrous than that of timber, or soil, or fisher- 
les. What do you mean by that?’ 

That has reference to the reckless mannee in 
which this territory has been butchered by those 
who have operated it. So far as the actual pro- 
duction of oil and its consumption here or ex- 
portation abroad are concerned, that is all 
right, because the article has done its work. 
But men in their greed for speedy wealth have 
ruined forever large tracts of territory by in- 
discriminate boring. In geology, a busin does 
not mean a cavity with an open top, 
like a wash-basin, but it Means an 
air-tight cavity, with a roof of solid rock, which 
must remain solidin order to retain the gases 
and protect the oil. Muchof this territory nas 
been boneycombed with drill- holes. and the wells 

roving either useless or comparatively so, have 

den abandoned and the pipes withdrawn, thus 
allowing that portion of the basin to become 
flooded with water and actually destroyed for 
all time tocome. They have flooded one anoth- 
er's wells in this way, and robbed them to a de- 
gree that is absolutely shameful, and that is 
what I mean by ‘a wauton and wicked squan- 
dering of precious treasure.’ No doubt the same 
causes which have produced oil in the past are 
at work still, but as it is as positive that it has 
tuken ages to produce the supply already found 
to exist, it is clear that neither the present gen- 
eration nor many more to come can hope to be 
benetited by any future replacing of that sup- 


ly.

Answer of the South Park Commission- 
ers in the Otis Case. 

In the case of Frederick R. Otis against the 
South Park Commissioners, the defendants yes- 
terday filed an answer denying that the city 
bad any power to give Otis permission or lieense 
to make areas under his sidewalk, or to light it 
by lights in the sidewalk, and by a“trap-door. 
If Otis does use his property in this manner it 
is without warrant of laws, and in opposition to 
the rights of the public. As to Otis’ ownership, 
and the improvements be has made, the defend- 
ants profess dense ignvurance, and call for strict 
proof. Ata meeting of the Board of Commis- 
sioners beld October 13, 1881, Otis’ attorney ap- 
peared and protested against the Commissioners 
interferin with his. client's sidewalk, 
or vest rights. The board voted to 
leave the settiement of the matter 
to the President and Commissioner Sherman, 
with the intention of allowing Otis the continued 
use of bis area and sidewalk lights on his cov- 
ering the area with stone of suitable thickness 
and well supported. Otis, however, refused to 
compromise, and the Commissioners proceeded 
to fill up his area until ne fled his bill and 
obtained an injunction. In accordance with 
Judge Tuley's opivion Tuesday, the Commission- 
ers now renew their offer to allow Otis the con- 
tinued use of bis area and lights if he will pay 
the whole cost of covering the area and ot the 
supports, together with the additional costs and 
expenses occasioned by his delay, but less the 
special assessment heretofore made against 
bim for the construction of an eight-foot walk 
in conformity with the rest of the avenue.

The Stern Wife-Killing Case. 
When the Sterp wife-murder case was finally 
reached at 4:30 yesterday afternoon in Jude 
Rogers’ court, Mr. W. R. Johnston, counsel for 
the accused, Arthur 8. Stern, announced that 


his client was desirous of changing his piea FE 


from not guilty to guilty, provided he was per- 
mitted to do so, to a charge of mansiaughter. 
The Court called Stern forward, and 
after warning dim as to the conse- 
quences—that he might be sentenced to from 
one to twenty years in the penitentiary, and 
perhaps for life—asked bim if it was still his de- 
sire to plead guilty. The reply was a weak af- 
tirmative. The father and brother of the mur- 
dered woman, and the father, mother, brothers, 
and other relatives of Stern, were in court, and 
it was hard to say which side was more deeply 
affected by the proceedings. Stern’s last trial. 
which resulted ina disagreement of the jury, 
was before Judge Gardner, and, Judge Rogers 
being wholly unfamiliar with the en- 
dence, the entire case had to be gone 
over. The witnesses were the same as 
testified at the former trial, and the only new 
thing adduced was in Capt. O' Doannell's testi- 
mony. Owing to an oversight, be had neglected 
to testify that Stern's reason for killing his wife, 
as explained by himself, was this: He bad been 
drinking beavily, and be and bis wife had been 
tossed about considerably in consequence. She 
refused to live with him, and threatened to pro- 
cure a divorce, and, rather than they sbould be 
separated, he obtained her consent to die to- 
gether. She voluntarily accompanied bim toa lone 
spot southwest of the city, and deliberately 
placed herself in position for the fatal shot 
which he tired into ber brain. The craven that 
he was, he then weakened, and, instead of com- 
pleting his side of the compact, attempted to 
evade the consequences of his crime. It was 
too much for bim, however, and he finally 
blurted out the awful truth to his inquiring 
relatives. 

Judge Rogers took the case under advisement, 
and at his eartiest opportunity Mr. Starkey, of 
the State's-Attorney s office, isto read over to 
him the shorthand report of the full evidence 
at the former trial.

The witnesses testified 
Get be was — — trying to get out at 
ht, and manifested an unconquerabie desire 
to reak things. He was wholly uumanageabie 
at times. The cause of his insanity was un- 
known, but several thought it was the result of 
the persistent use of aicobolic stimylants. 

In the case of Mary Olsen, who has once before 
been arraigned as insane, a motion for a new 
trial was entered and granted, and the prisoner 
found to be insane and nota pauper. Sbe was

He bas not seen ber for ten 
years, and would like very much to see her once 
more befove she dies, or after she is dead would 
do just as well. He won't marry till his ma dies, 
and then he is going to take unto himself no less 
than four wives. 8 said ne to the 
jury, “lam very glad to meet you. lam going 
to be the next President—the highest office, you 
know, in the gift of the Nation—and | am goin 
to stay tnere for eight years, and | want you al 
to be my friends and vote for me.“ Just then 
he was hustied out. 

Elizabeth Latin was found insane and a pau- 
per. She is 30 years of age and the mother of 
five children. She was deraoged at the birth of 
the two last, and ber complaint has since be- 
come chronic. She is extremely melancholy. 
and imagines that she is soon going to die and 
ought to die. 

Rosetta Heath was sent in from the House of 
Correction. Dr. Bluthardt stated that ber hus- 
band refused to bave anything to do with ber 
because sbe was so thoroughly dissipated, but 
as she was quiet and had worked well in the jail 
for two weeks she was permitted to go, with 
the admonition to refrain from liquor. Mar- 
garet O'Neill and several others who have re- 
covered during their stay in jail were also dis- 
cburged. 

Susan Martin, an Englishwoman, 25 years of 
age, who recently went insane while in childbed, 
was found insave and a pauper.

pure Gold out of Sect. 
London Telegraph. 

That some chimneys are better worth sweep- 
ing than others was incontrovertibly proved a 
few days ago at Berlin by the resuit of an ex- 
periment performed upon some soot with which 
the inside surface of an old flue, pulled down 
during the late alternations at the Royal Mint 
was found to be thickly caked. This flue bad 
served for many years as an outiet for the 
smoke given off by the furnaces in which the 
bullion undergoes fusion before its conversion 
into coinage, and it occurred tothe architect su- 
perintending the repairs in question that it 
night be worth while to analyze the soot lining 
the chimney through which fumes of boiling 
gold and silver had passed in such quantities. 

he liquefaction of the leas precious, metal re- 
quires a temperature of 1,000 degrees Ceisius, 
while that of gold cannot be "effected under 1,250 
degrees. It is usual to bestrew the surface of 
these metals, when in a liquid state, with char- 
coal, in order to binder evaporation. But, at 
such a fierce beat as above indicated, 
some evaporation is bound to take place, and its 
results were made manifest by the yield of 
four pounds’ weight of pure gold, valued at 
sometbing under 4,000 mar obtained from the 
soot that was scraped off the inside of the melt- 
ing-room chimney in question.
